Schwarzschild A- Sulzberger and the j 
United Dressed Beef company. 
The j 
order, which was telegraphed to New 
Y’ork last night, docs not go into effect j 
until Sunday, as the men in th* East­ 
ern packing plants do not report f o r! 
work on Saturday, 
The decision to extend the strike to 
the East was not taken until after' 
Mr Donnelly and bis associates had 
gpent the day In fruitless effort to ar* \ 
range a meeting with representatives 
of the Eastern packers who cann to 
rhicago to acquaint themselves with! 
the situation le-re. 
The general be ­ 
lief was thai tic N> -v Yol k packers j 
had come West to make terms with 
tlie butchers, but ii such was the case 
they changed their minds alter inves- , 
tlgating ib* progress (hat had been 
made here in working the plants with « 
non-union employes, At 5 o’clock last ’ 
night, win ii Homer 1> ('all. secretary 
of the national organization of the 
butcher workmen, made a final appeal 
ovi-r the telephone to the representa­ 
tives cf Schwarzchild & Sulzberger for 
a meeting between the members of 
that firm and the officers of his union, 
h“ wa* told that the Eastern packers 
had not a lag to offer the men should 
such a meeting be arranged, and that 
the conference would only be a wast.; 
of time. 
When this announcement of 
the Eastern packers bad been com­ 
municated to Mr. IVmnrdly lo* decided 
on the strike order. 
That (he probabilities of a settle­ 
ment by the opposing interests in Chi­ 
cago are as remote as ever, was plain­ 
ly der ;on*trated when Hi cry C Wal­ 
lace of Des Moines. la., and A. I* 
Ames of Buckingham 
la., called on 
the different packers with a proposi­ 
tion from the strike leaders offering 
to concede tho- most important point 
in tho controversy if the employers 
would agree to renew peace negotia­ 
tions 
Mr. Wallace and Mr. Amis 
were told by the packers that there 
was no possible chance for any fur­ 
ther conciliatory move and that the 
packers were now in a position where 
they could ignore the labor unions and 
that they proposed to do so. 
The 
packers* answer was delivered to the 
strike leaders and the men from Iowa 
left for home. 
From a statement made by Presi­ 
dent Donnelly it would appear that 
the men are becoming anxious to get 
back to work. 
“We shall be glad to 
confer with representatives of the 
packers at any time," said Mr. Don­ 
nelly. 
“While I cannot say that our 
position is in any way changed, we are 
not anxious to keep up a running fight 
and shall be glad if a set th nent can 
be effected." 
At a meeting of the I riders of the 
men on strike last night a resolution 
was adopted denouncing the city ad­ 
ministration, Including Mayor Carter 
H. Harrison. Chief ut Police O’Neill 
and Inspector Hunt. The latter is the 
officer who arrested President Golden 
of the teamsters* union. 
It was also 
decided at the meeting to appeal to 
Sheriff Thomas Barrett for protection. 
What benefit the strikers hope to de­ 
rive from an appeal to the county offi­ 
cials Is i.nown only to themselves.

TAGGART LEADERSHIP. 
As a political m anager Tom T aggart 
has ne\er been exceptionally strong 
outside of Marion county, 
and bis 
power in that county has been waning 
for several years. 
In the high tide of 
Democracy in Indiana T ag g a rt has 
twice been elected auditor of Marion 
county, 
In IH92 he was made state 
chairm an by his party, and while the 
state went Democratic, 
nothing like 
the showing for the Cleveland party 
was made in Indiana as was made in 
Ohio, Illinois, Michigan and W iscon­ 
sin. 
lf the result in Indiana in 1892 
was due to T a g g a rt’s 
management 
then the 
larger gains in the other 
middle west states must have been due 
to better management. 
In 1894 Tag 
g art was again made state chairman, 
and Indiana went nearly 40,000 Re­ 
publican. 
In 1895 T ag g a rt was elected 
m ayor of 
Indianapolis 
by a verv 
large majority, in 1897 his majority 
was reduced more than one half and 
in 1899 his majority according to the 
returns was but about 300, and it has 
alw ijs been claimed by those in a 
position to know that this small ma 
jority was “ figured o u t" after mid 
night of election day. 
It is very ap­ 
parent that T ag g art is nothing like as 
popular with his party as be was ten 
o r twelve years ago. Then he was in 
favor with all of his party, now he is 
at the head of a self seeking faction of 
the 
Democrats 
of Indiana, 
which 
faction has secured control by snap 
conventions and other questionable 
methods. 
la all parts of the state 
there are many leading Democrats 
who 
are saying 
that they are not 
“ T ag g art Democrats.” 
The Ilepub 
Beans of Indiana have nothing to fear 
in Taggart. 


In d ia n a democrats had T ag g a rt’s 
leadership for a dozen years and du r­ 
ing that time the republican majority 
bes been increasing with each elec 
tion.

This propo­ 
sition was that the charge for a phone 
in an office or business houso should 
be $2 OO a n i in a re-idence $1 OO 
The committee reported that it had 
met a committee representation the 
telephone company and that they were 
unable to reach an agreement. 
After a general discussion of the 
subject it was decided to stand by the 
former agreement set forth in the res­ 
olution published last Tuesday. 
The 
physicians stand by the same agree 
ment. 
This was followed by an agreement 
to discontinue the use of the ’phones 
on August I and that {the same be o r­ 
dered out on that date. This order 
was signed there and today by the fol­ 
lowing named persons and firms.
